WASHINGTON, Dec, 11.—The Pres- 
ient’s message to Congress, giving 
the result of_his recent observations in 
Porto Rico and making recommenda- 
tions concesning the government of 
that island, was read to the Senate 
today. The message was as follows: 

To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: 

On November 21, I visited the island 
of Porto Rico, landing at Ponce, cross- 


ing by the old Spanish road by Cayey 


to San Juan, and returning next 
morning over the new American road 
from Arecibo to Ponce: the scenery 
Was wonderfully beautiful, especially 
among thé mountains of the interior, 
which constitute a veritable tropic 
Switzerland. I coukl not -embark at 
San Juan, because the harbor has not 
Deen dredged out and cannot receive 
an American battleship. I do not think 
this fact creditable to us as a nation, 
and I earnestly hope that immediate 
provision will be made for -dredging 
San Juan harbor. 
FAIT OFFICIALS. 

I doubt whether our people as a 
whole realize the beauty and fertility 
of Porto Rico, and the progress that 


been made under its admirable. 


governmem. We have just cause for 
pride in the character of our represen- 
ang who have administered the 

ec islands which under our

no one of them is this more 
true than of Porto Rico. It would be 
impossible to wish a more faithful,

SCHOOL EDUCATION. 

I stopt at a dozen towns, all told, 
end one of the notable features in 
every town was the gathering of the 
school children. The work that has 
been done in Porto Rico for education 
has been noteworthy. The main em- 
phasis, as is eminently wise and 
proper, has been put wpon primary 
education; but, in addition to this, 
there fs a normal school, an agricul- 
tural school, three industrial and 
three high echools. Wvyery effort is 
being made to secure not onlyi the 
benefits of elementary education to 
‘all the Porto Ricans of the next gen- 
eration, but also, as far as means. will 
permit, to train them so that the in- 
dustrial, agricultural and commercial 
opportunities of the island can be util- 
ized to the best possible advantage. 

It was eviient at a glance that the 
teachers, both American and native 
Porto Ricans, were devoted to their 
work, took the greatest pride in it, and 
were endeavoring to train their pupils, 
not only in mind, but, In what counts 
for far more than mind, in citizenship, 
that is, In character. 

POLICE AND TROOPS. 

I was very much struck by the ex- 
eellent character both of the insular 
police anf the Porto Rican regiment.

This is the largest in 
the island's ° history. Prior to the 
American occupation, the greatest 
trade for any one year was that of 
1896, when {ft reached nearly twenty- 
three millions of dollars. Last year, 
therefore, there was double the trade 
that there was in the most prosperous 
year under the Spanish régime. 
There were 210,272 tons of sugar ex-~- 
ported last year, of the total value of 


$14,186,319: $3.555.163 of tobacco, and 
28,290.322 pounds of coffee, of the valve 
of $3,481,102. 


COFFEE BACKWARD. 

Wnfortunately, what used to be Por- 
to Rico’s prime crop. coffee, has not 
shared this prosperity. It has never 
recovered from the. disaster of the 
hurricane, and, moreover, the benefit 
of throwing open our market to it has 
not compensated for the loss inriictea 
by the closing of the markets to it 
abroad. I cail your attention to the 
accompanying memorial on this sub- 
ject, of the Board of Trade of Sar 


te, Juan, amd I earnestly hope that somv 


measure will be taken for the benefit 
of the excellent and high-grade Porto 
Rican coffee.

This 
power has never becn exercised save 
on the clearest proof of corruption or 
of incompetence—tuch aé to jeopardiz> 
the interests of the people of the is!- 
and, and uwurider sach ctreumetances if 
has been fearlessly used to the im- 
mense benefit of the people. It is not 
a power with which it would be sai, 
for the sake of the island itself, to 
dispense at present. 

The lower house is absolutely elect- 
ive, while the wprer house is appoint- 
ive. This scheme is working well: no 
injustice of any kind results from it, and 
great benefit to the isiand and it shoul! 
certainly not be changed at this time. 
The machinery of the elections ts ad- 
ministered entirely by the Porto Rican 
people themselves, the Governor and 
council keeping only such supervision 
@s is necessary in order to insure an 
orderly election. Any protest as to 
electoral frauds is settled in the courts. 
Here again it would not be safe to 
make any change in the present sys- 


tem. 
PLECTIONS ORDERLY. 

The elections this year were abso- 
lutely ordlerly, uraccompanied by any 
Cisturbance, and no protest has been 
male agairnst- the management of the 
elections, altho three contests are 
threatened where the majorities were 
very small and error was claimc«': the 
contests, of coures, to be settled ‘n the 
courts. In short, the Governor and 
council ar- co‘peratinge with all of the 
most enlightened gnc most patriotic of 
the people of Porto Rico in educating 
the citizens of the island in the prin- 
ciples of orderly liberty. 

They are providing a government 
based upon each citizens’ self-respect, 
and the mutual respect of all citizens: 
that is, based upon a rigid observance 
of the principles of justice and hon- 
esty. It has not been easy tp instill 
into the minds of people unaccustomed 
to the exercise of freedom, the two 
basic principles of American system: 
the principle that the majority must 
rule and the principle that the minority 
has rights which must not be disre- 
garded or trampled upon. Yet rea! 
progress has been mede in having there 
principles accepted as elementary, as 
the foundations of successful self-gov- 
ernment. 

I transmit here the report of the Gov- 
ernor of Purto Rico, sent to the Presi- 
dent thru the Secretary of State. 

ONE BUREAU ENOUGH. 

Ali the insular gvyvernments should 
be placed in’ one bureau, either in the 
Departmetit | ‘of War or the Department 
of State. It is a mistake not so to 
@rrange our handling of these islands 
at Washington as to be able to take 
advantage of the experience gained in 
cne, when dealing with the problems 
that from time to time arise in an- 
other. 

In con¢clusion, let me express my 24- 
miration for the work done by the 
Congress when it enacted the law un- 
der which the island is now being 9- 
ministered. After seeing the island 
personally, and after five years expe- 
rience in connection with its admin- 
istration, it is but fair tw those who 
devised this law to say that it would 
be well-nigh impossible to have de- 
vised any other which in the actuel 
working would have accomplished bet- 
ter results.

SMOOT’S MOOT 
QUESTION UP. 


‘Can a Polygamous Mormon 
Sit in the Senate? 


Bhrrows Thinks Church Is a 
: Political Machine.

Insists That Plural Wedlock 
Is Still Recognized.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 11.—Senator 
Burrows, chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections, 
today called up the resolution declar- 
ing that Hon. Reed Smoot is not en- 
titléd to a seat as Senator from Utah, 
and addressed the Senate on that sub- 
ject. 

Senator Burrows first reviewed his- 
torical facts in connection with the 
establishment of polygamy by the 
Mormon church. He said there had 
been no proofs submitted to sustain 
the allegation that Mr. Smoot'is a 
polykamist, adding that the’ recom- 
mendation of the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections in favor of de- 
Claring vacant the seat of the Utah 
Senator, is not based on such charge. 

MORMON “HIPRARCHY.” 

Mr. Burrows’s impeachment was 
based entirely upon the connection of 
Mr. Smoot with the governing body of 
the church, consisting of the presidency 
and the “twelve apostles.” He referred 
nen sey body as a “hierarchy,” and 


“The power exercised by this body 
is far-reaching and commanding, ho!ld- 
ing in its grasp practicd@fiy the entire 
membership of the organization, and 
through it the domination of the State, 
by arrogating to itself and inculcating 
the belief in its followers that they are 
endowed with supernal powers as 
prophets, seers and revelafors, and ¢s- 
pecially commissioned by the Almighty

POLITICAL INTEREF’ ERENCE. 

Mr. Burrows cited many instances of 
political interference, not only in Utah, 
but adjoining States, and quoted at 
length the church manifesto of 1896, 
requiring members to obtain the con- 
sent of the hierarchy before becoming 
candidate for office. Smoot had been 
compelled to obtain this permission.

TRY TO BEAT 
MISCHIEF IL. 


Fulton Builds Freak Yacht 
of Doubtful Deiian. 


Joe Fellows Plans Boats to 
Win Contests.

Racing Here of Higher Class 
Than in ’Frisco. 


Yachtsmen are interested in the new 

Gttempis to beat Walter Folsom’'s 
Mischief Il. which got away with Sir 
Thomas Lipton’s Pacific cup in the 
Ban Diego series last season, and also 
won in all the local races except The 
Times cup and the eighty-mile contest 
Ground Catalina Island. Charies 
Fulton is building a craft at Ter- 
minal which is expected by her de- 
Signer to lower the Mischief’s colors 
in the coming season. 
This craft is now in frame and 
ready for her planking. She measures 
forty-six feet from taffrail to stern, 
and her intended water line is, there- 
fore, twenty-two feet, eight inches. Ex- 
cepting a fraction, her over-all length is 
therefore, double her water line, which 
means that she carries as much leneth 
in the air as floats in the water. Her 
beam is eleven feet: and her biiges 
@re sufficiently hard for good sail- 
carrying power. 

This beam ie carried aft with but 
little reduction to her broad stern- 
Doard, after the manner of many of 
the fastest Massachusetts racing ma- 
chines. The keel draws six and a 
half feet of water with its lead cast- 
ing weighing 1535 peunds. The oak 
frames are spaced ten inches on cen- 
ters, and the cabin is nine feet long, 
there being a large cockpit aft. Twelve 
hundred square feet of sail will first 


of ballast. This time last year Wedge- 
wood put about the same amount in 
his keel casting. He also thought 
that the natural power of his vessel's 
shape could do without the ballasting 
which .all the best designers have 
found necessary. When sailed, his 
boat: would not stand up to her work, 
and je had to fill up with inside bal- 
last. With two and a half times more 
ballast, the new boat will be in line 
with the hundreds of proofs of the 
most noted designers; and in that con- 
dition she should be able to give her 
peculiar shape a fair trial. 
Another proposal to beat Mischief 
II is being made by her own designer, 
Joe Fellows. He has made an offer 
to three persons that if they will 
| Dulld one of his latest designs he will 
haul the boat out and prepare her for 
every race free of charge, and also 
traingthe crew and personally com- 
mand the yacht In her contests, This 
offer is being considered. . 


The new craft will have a narrower 
beam than Mischief II, and a @enerous 


‘displacement, with a markedly flat 


floor, being somewhat lighter In the 
ballast casting. The Mischief II now 
carries 4500 pounds of lead, having 
aided part of this since her first tri- 
als. The Gardner design 
owned by Joe Pugh. started with about 
5550 pounds, and subsequently added 
about 3250 pounds, making her present 
total 5900 pounds. When steered in 
either rough or smooth water, the Mis- 
chief feels under the tiller to be ex- 
actly right in her ballasting, and 
when the lead in the Fulton boat !s 
compared with that of Monsoon and 
Mischief, the enormous difference can- 
not escape comment. 

The second design on which Joe 
Fellows will butld for first honors ts 
beamier than Mischief and will have 
a center section with the sides almost 
entirely flat. like the letter Y with 
the fork top widened out. The boat 
is designed to sail on her side, but 
to have great supporting power when 
she lies down quickly and eaefily on her 
rail. Were the extreme beam is great- 


ly In excess of the water line beam, 
and there is a total absence of rounded 
bilge, which enables this shape to

HE AMERICAN FARMER. 

The report of the Secretary of 
Agriculture, made up for the Presi- 
annual 
message to Congress, estimates that 
there are about 6,000,000 farms in the 
United States. The estimated value of 


all farm products for the current year | 


Secretary Wilson fdots up at $6,800,- 
000,000. These figures show an increase 
of $500,000,000 over the previous year, 


Secretary Wilson has been the best 
Secretary of Agriculture the country 
has yet had. He is an elaborately- 
schooled farmer himéelf, having been 
educated in the College of Agricul- 
ture in Iowa. He has seen, since he 
left that institution, a wonderful evo- 
lution in. American farming and in the 
well-being of American farmers. One 
of the new agricultural industries 
built up almost entirely since that 
time is the production of sugar beets 
and of sugar from the crop. This 
crop now ranks ninth in the account 
of the American farmer and brings 
in a gfogs revenue to the grower of 
$34,000,000. Seven years ago the sugar 
beet producers received only $7,000,- 


fruits have been introduced during 
the time that Secretary Wilson has 
been at the head of this bureau. 

The report points ont that wheat !s 
only fourth as an earner of income 
for the farmer. It is surpassed in this 
respect by, first, corn; second, cotton, | 
and third by hay. Of course if to the 
hay crop were added the value of. 
grazing lands, probably grass would 
lead all other crops in the country as 
a producer of revenue.

Conservative bankers are for the 
most part in favor of the plan pro- 
posed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ary. They hold that if the currency 
may be issued by the banks upog the 
payment of 2 or 2% or even 3 per 
cent. it will not be in any sense an 
emergency currency. The banks can 
put out this issue at a normal rate of 
5 or 6 per cent., and in times of com-’ 
parative tightness at 8 or 10 per cent., 
while in times of real stringency they 
would receive all the way from 25 to 
100 or perhaps 125 per cent. This 
low rate issue would undoubtedly be 
kept out all the time. The banks 
would be able to make money out of 
it by keeping the issue continually 
afloat, while venturesome or not en- 
tirely honest bankers would not hesi- 
tate to reap the profits possible under 
his arrangement. 3 

Mr. Shaw's proposed currency would 
be a genuine emergency currency. The 


bankers would be obliged to pay in- 


paratively easy and therefore it would

How much influence this emergency 
currency would exert is not easily cal- 
culated. When one thinks that the

The 
business activity of the world: has ab- 
sorbed this gold as fast as it has been 
produced and passed through the 
mints, and year by year the strain up- 
on money to do the work of the world 
has increased. 
The New York Wall Street Journal 
figures out the effect of the proposed 
amendment to the banking law like 
this: Suppose that at the beginning of 
a crop-moving season, the time when 
money stringency usually is felt most, 
the bank statement in New York stood 
for the clearinghouse banks, total de- 
posits $1,000,000,000@ total legal re- 
serves $250,000,000.
